The 


HE speeches delivered at the Reform 
Club debate on Tuesday evening, the 
unanimous vole at that meeting, and the 
tenor of the debate on the Budget by the 
Unotticials: yesterday should surely con- 
vince Government that nobody in Hong- 
kong, except Government, believes it is 
necessary’ to increase direct taxation in’ 
this approaching financial year for the 
purpose of making good an estimated 
deficit. It will be interesting to see 
whether Government, fs willing to bow to 
a clenr majority opinion on this issue and 
to amend its revenue-raising proposals 
necordingly. ‘The Reform Club meeting 
and the Budget debate gave rise to some 
telling arguments, made all the more 
instructive because (he approach was 
widely different. The Reform Club 
insisted that Government had failed to 
make out. cnse for incrensed taxation 
of any nature; the Unofficials, generally, 
-Necepted the necessity for raising ad- 
ditional revenue through taxation, but 
urged that this should be neccomplished 
through indirect channels, On the one 
side, therefore, it is contended that the 
Financial Secretary errs ‘in budgeting for 
a deficit; on the other it is agreed that 
‘this esthante fs feasible, but that the 
balance should come from  additlonal 
revenue raised in the most equitable 
manner possible. Government, undoubted- 
ly, would profer to be guided (if- it is 
‘prepared even to make any concession on 
this polnt) by the Unofficials’ attitude, 
for by changing [ts proposals for the 
collection of more revenue from increased 
direct taxation to increased indirect 
_ taxation, it surrenders ita position only on 
the niethod of securing what it requires.
